United States Officers’ Clothing Coupons 


As United States Officers normally buy their equipment from 
Service Stores, the Board of Trade in agreement with the United 
States Army Headquarters have decided that no further issues 
of clothing coupons to these officers will be made. 

Those United States Officers who are unable to obtain their 
clothing requirements from Service Store will apply to their 
Quartermasters or issuing officers for a certificate authorising 
them to purchase, without the surrender of coupons, the articles 
specified on the certificate. A General Licence (S. R. & O. 
1943 No. 1511, price 1d.) has been made authorising traders to 
supply to the officer named in the certificate, rationed goods 
specified therein without the surrender of coupons but against 
the surrender of the certificate. After the order has been exe- 
cuted the certificate is to be endorsed with the trader’s namo and 
address and the couporrt value of the goods supplied and may then 
be lodged in his coupon bank account in the usual way. Alter- 
natively, the certificate, after endorsement by the trader, may 
be passed back to another trader against the supply of rationed 
goods so long as the total coupon value of that certificate and 
any other coupons or coupon equivalent documents surrendered 
in connection with that transaction does not exceed 90 coupons.

Handkerchiefs 


The Board of Trade have issued the Handkerchiefs (No. 2) 
Directions, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 1589, price 1d.) which 
replace the Handkerchiefs Directions, 1942-(see Board of Trade 
Journal, 2nd January 1943, page 3). 

The original Schedule of utility specifications is retained, but 
certain additional standards of weave are laid down. Provision 
is made for sub-standard utility handkerchiefs which are to 
bear, in addition to the utility mark, the word “‘ Seconds.’ 

Manufacturers’ prices have been revised to allow for increased 
costs of production and for the removal of Purchase Tax on 
utility handkerchiefs. The prices of Seconds are not to exceed 
three-quarters of the prices for perfect goods. 

The usual provision regarding the 2} per cent. settlement 
discount is included in the Directions. 

The corresponding alterations in wholesale and retail prices 
will be made in an Order under the Goods and Services (Price 
Control) Act, which will be available shortly. 

The Directions come into force on 22nd November 1943. 





Exports by Retailers to Officers Serving 
in the Mediterranean Area 


Retailers are reminded that the arrangements set forth in the 
tice published in Board of Trade Journal, 25th September 
1943 (page 354), under which articles of authorised outfit may be 
sent to officers serving anywhere in the Mediterranean area 
whose units are under the orders of the Commander-in-Chief, 
Allied Forces, Headquarters, and coupons subsequently obtained 
from the Board of Trade, apply only to orders received from such 
officers. The arrangements do not cover cases in which relatives 
in this country wish to make purchases of clothing or other

rationed goods to send as gifts. Owing to the shortage of 
supplies, coupons cannot be issued either to traders or their 
customers for these gifts. This provision is necessary in order 
to ensure as far as possible that unnecessary kit is not sent to 
officers overseas.

Ships’ Stores 


The Board of Trade have issued 8S. R. & O. 1943 No. 1588, 
price ld., which comprises a General Licence; an Order and a 
Direction permitting coupon-free supply of rationed goods, 
against a coupon-equivalent declaration, by any trader to ship- 
owners and ships’ stores dealers whose names appear respec- 
tively in Sections A and B of Part II of the list kept by the 
ministry of War Transport. Section B is printed below. 

Shipowners may ship goods so acquired only for use as stores 
on a vessel owned or managed by them. 

Ships’ Stores Dealers may supply such goods without collecting 
coupons only :— 

(a) for shipment as stores on any vessel, under the authority 
of the Ministry of War Transport on the form S.25A ; 

(b) for the building or repair of ships under an Admiralty 
contract, or licence ; or 

(c) by exportation for shipment as stores on any vessel over- 
seas. 

Ships’ Stores Dealers may also supply such goods against the 
surrender of coupons, subject to an approval in writing issued 
by, or on behalf of, the Ministry of War Transport. They must, 
however, account for and deliver the coupons they collect to the 
Board of Trade at quarterly intervals.

RESERVE FOR RELIEF PURPOSES 


The Board of Trade and the Ministry of Supply have discussed with representatives of the trade associations concerned arrange- 
ments under which the Ministry of Supply will purchase, from both members and non-members of the associations, stocks of certain 
kinds of clothing in order to form a reserve for relief purposes. It is intended to acquire only goods which are held by traders in 
excess of the stocks required for supplying the civilian market. Information will be given regarding the quantities of each kind of 
clothing which will be required, and while coupons will be issued to replace the coupon value of goods purchased there will be no 
replacement of raw material for fresh manufacture. 

The kinds of clothing required are shown in the list below. The numbers in brackets refer to the utility specifications. Enquiries 
in respect of any class of garments should be sent in the first instance to the address, or one of the addresses, shown opposite that 
class of garment, and in reply firms will be asked for further particulars and will be given full instructions as to the address to which 
samples should be sent.

Control of Timber 


SUBSIDY ON PITPROPS 


The Timber Control of the Ministry of Supply announces that 
transport subsidy on pitprops of 3-inch top diameter and under 
sent by rail from Scotland to England will be withdrawn on and 
after Ist January 1944. 

All claims in respect of mining timber passing from Scotland 
to England on and after that date must be certified on Form D 
as follows :— 

“I/We certify that the consignments from Scotland to 
England referred to in this claim do not include any pitprops of 
3-inch top diameter and under.” 

Transport subsidy will, however, be available on pitprops of 
3-inch top diameter and under, dispatched from South Scotland 
to collieries in Scotland on and after 15th November 1944. 
Claims in respect of such consignments must be certified on 
Form D as follows :— 

‘“*1T/We certify that the consignments from South Scotland 
to Scottish collieries referred to in this claim consist only of 
pitprops of 3-inch top diameter and under.” 

Any producer in Scotland who is unable to find a market for 
pitprops of a diameter of 3 inches and under should communicate 
with Mr. B. C. Hollingsworth, District Pitwood Officer, No. 1, 
York Buildings, Queen Street, Edinburgh, who will endeavour 
to find an outlet for such timber. 


HOME-GROWN MINING TIMBER 


The Timber Control of the Ministry of Supply have issued to 
producers of home-grown mining timber in England, Scotland 
and North Wales, tables showing the relative importance of the 
individual dimensions of round and sawn mining timber in the 
various pitwood districts. These tables are intended as a guide 
to producers, and anyone interested in round ‘or sawn mining 
timber production who has not received a copy should apply to 
the Pitwood Department of the Timber Control, at Clifton Down 
Hotel, Bristol 8.

Passenger Services to Eire 


The Ministry of War Transport announces that arrangements 
have been made for the passenger services to Hire to be aug- 
mented from lst December 1943 until further notice by sailings 
on the Fishguard-Rosslare and Fishguard- Waterford routes.

Application for sailing tickets (which will be issued free of 
charge) should be made at least ten days before the date of the 
proposed journey and must state clearly the proposed date of 
travel, together with an alternative date. The ajyyplication 
should be accompanied by a stamped addressed envelope. No 
application can be accepted if made more than six weeks in 
advance of the date of the journey. 

Passengers will not be allowed to board a steamer unless they 
are in possession of a sailing ticket, and they are accordingly 
advised not to travel to a port of embarkation without one. 
They are also reminded that they must be in possession of the 
necessary exit permit or leave certificate. Applications for exit 
permits should be made to the Passport and Permit Office, 
Dartmouth Street, London, S.W.1. 

Information about leave certificates may be obtained from 
any local office of the Ministry of Labour and National Service 
or from the police. . 

Personal applications for sailing tickets at Paddingtgn Station 
should be made between 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. at the above address. 

For journeys to and from Eire via Holyhead on and after 
lst January next, applications for sailing tickets cannot be 
accepted if made more than six weeks in advance of the date of 
the journey. Any further inquiries about sailing tickets on this 
route should be made at any L.M.S.R. station.

Postal Notices 


CORRESPONDENCE AND PARCELS FOR PRISONERS 
OF WAR FORMERLY IN ITALIAN HANDS 


The Postmaster-General announces that the International 
Red Cross Committee at Geneva have kindly undertaken to 
redirect to the new camp addresses, as soon as these are known, 
the parcels and correspondence which were already on their 
way to British prisoners of war and civilian internees in Italy 
when the Armistice with Italy was announced, and also corre- 
spondence which has been posted since. 

This arrangement will enable the parcels and correspondence 
to reach the addressees some weeks earlier than would otherwise 
be possible. 

Until the new addresses are known, letters (but not parcels) for 
these men should continue to be addressed to the last-known 
camp address in Italy; but in order to reduce the very heavy 
work of redirection, letters sent by a prisoner’s family should 
not in all exceed one a fortnight. Letters may be again sent’ by 
air mai! and the prisoner ef war air letter-cards should preferably 
be used. 

The new camp addresses in Germany should, of course, be used 
as soon as they become known, either through letters received 
from the prisoners themselves or by official notification to next- 
of-kin. Families may then once again send weekly letters, and 
also resume sending parcels under the same conditions as for 
other British prisoners of war in German hands, which are 
described in the Post Office leaflet No. P.2280E, and in pamphlet 
No. P.1 issued by the British Red Cross. 


CHRISTMAS MATLS FOR CANADA AND THE 
UNITED STATES 
The Postmaster-General announces that surface letters, 
Christmas cards, printed papers and parcels intended fcr Christ- 
mas delivery in Canada and the United States of America must 
be posted not later than Wednesday, 24th of November. 


CIVIL POSTAL SERVICES TO CORSICA 


The Postmaster-General announces that the civil postal 
service to Corsica has been restored. For the present the service 
will be restricted to the dispatch of registered and unregistered 
letters, and postcards, of a private nature only. 

The rates of postage are those applicable to correspondence 
addressed to foreign destinations generally, viz., letters, 3d. for 
the first ounce and 14d. for each additional ounce, and post- 
cards 2d.

Australia 


FLAX PACKING—QUARANTINE REQUIREMENTS 


The Australian Quarantine Regulations prohibit the importa- 
tion into the Commonwealth of straw packing and other uh- 
processed vegetable packing with goods, unless the material is 
covered by a declaration by the exporter in terms prescribed 
in the Quarantine Regulations, endorsed by a responsible 
Government official in the country of export. 

It has been decided by the Australian Quarantine authorities 
that flax waste (e.g., flax rug, straw, tow, etc.) which is now being 
used as a substitute for wood wool is “ unprocessed vegetable 
packing ” within the meaning of the Regulations and therefore 
requires similar certification to that required in the case of 
cereal straw.

DUTY ON UNREFINED SUGAR 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Customs 
Duties Ordinance (Amendment) Regulations, 1943, dated 
6th July, which provide for the increase of the Preferential rate 
of duty on unrefined sugar (Item 95(b) in the St. Vincent 
Customs Tariff) to 4s. 2d. per 100 lbs. The General rate of duty 
(i.e., 68. 3d. per 100 Ibs.) remains unchanged. 


Uganda 
INVOICING PROCEDURE 


The “Uganda Gazette” of 31st August contains a copy of 
General Notice No. 254 which states that for the purposes of 
assessment of Customs duty, it is essential that all insurance 
charges, including war risk insurance, should be shown on 
invoices for goods liable to duty at ad valorem rates.

26th July 1943, which affect the United Kingdom are as follows :

Zanzibar 
IMPORTATION OF METHYLATED SPIRITS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 221, dated 3rd August, made under the Customs 
Management Decree, which prohibits the importation into 
Zanzibar, except under licence, of methylated spirits except 
mineralised methylated spirits mixed as follows :— 

(i) To every ninety parts by volume of spirits there shall be 
added nine and one-half parts by volume of wood naptha and 
one-half of one part of crude pyridine, and to every bundred 
gallons of the mixture, three-eighths of one gallon of mineral 
naptha (petroleum oil) and not less than one-fortieth of an ounce 
by weight of powdered aniline dye (methyl violet) ; or 

(ii) To every ninety-eight and one-half parts by volume of 
spirit there shall be added not less than one-half of one part by 
volume of light caoutchoucine, and to every one hundred gallons 
of the mixture not less than cne-fortieth of an ounce by weight 
of powdered aniline dye (methy] violet). 





Trade and Industry 
Argentina 


RECENT TRADE RETURNS 


Official Argentine trade returns, excluding gold movements, 
for the first eight months of 1943 and the two preceding years 
show the following figures :—

The volume and value of practically all lines of imports were 
lower this year, the most outstanding percentage declines having 
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been recorded in imports of rubber, machinery and vehicles, iron 
and derivative products, textiles and fuel. Although in the 
aggregate these was a decline in exports of pastoral products, 
which far surpass agricultural products, the value of live animals 
exceptionally was higher. The volume of agricultural products 
shipped was also lower, although the total value increased, as 
did the volume and value of mining products. Moreover, the 
increasing importance of Argentina as an exporter of manu- 
factured goods is reflected in an expansion of 107,355,000 pesos 
under this heading during the first eight months of this year from 
134,217,000 pesos in the like period of 1942; shipments of 
textiles and manufactures rose by nearly 79 million pesos and 
those of chemicals, oils and paints, etc., by almost 7 million 
pesos. 

During the period under review, Great Britain, with 138,200,000 
pesos worth of goods, held first place as Argentina’s main supplier, 
followed by the United States with 134,975,000 pesos and 
Brazil with 119,585,000 pesos, these three countries accounting 
for over 62 per cent. of total imports into Argentina. The 
principal buyers of Argentina products were Great Britain with 
386,678,000 pesos; -the United States, 297,650,000 pesos ; 
South Africa, 99,084,000 pesos, and Brazil 80,012,000 pesos. 
These figures aggregated over 67 per cent. by value of Argentina’s 
exports. The export figures by countries for 1943 do not, 
however, include shipments “for orders,” etc., valued at 
93,674,000 pesos; a large proportion of such shipments was 
probably destined for the United Kingdom. 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


‘The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistios, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates stated :— 

Bihar, lst November. Crops are fair. 

Orissa, lst November. The harvesting of jute and the sowing 
of rabi are going on. 

Punjab, lst November. Crops are unchanged. 

Central Provinces, 29th October. The khariff crop is satisfac- 
tory. The picking of cotton is progressing. 

Madras, 23rd October. The transplanting and sowing of paddy 
are progressing. Crops are fair. 

Bengal, 3rd November. The cultivation of spring crops is 
going on. Crops are satisfactory. 

Bombay, 5th November. Crops are progressing. 

GROUNDNUT OROP (SECOND ESTIMATR) 

The second All-Indian estimate of the area covered by the 
1943-44 groundnut crop is 6,854,000 acres; compared with last 
year’s corresponding revised estimate of 6,374,000 acres. This 
year’s figure shows an increase of 8 per cent. The condition of the 
crop is fairly good on the whole. 


TRADE WITH THE BRITISH EMPIRE 


The value of imports from Empire countries fell off from 
Rs.1,056,311,776 in 1941-42 to Rs.613,186,551 during 1942-43. 
This represented a much higher percentage than in the case of 
imports from other sources and is to be ascribed to a large 
extent to the loss of Burma and Malaya as sources of supply. 
Exports to Empire countries, on the other hand, were well 
maintained, the value of Rs.1,258,591,076 comparing very 
favourably, under the circumstances, with the 1941-42 figure of 
Rs.1,489,494,583. 

For 1942-43 the value of imports from Empire countries 
represented 55-5 per cent. of the total value of imports as com- 
pared with 60-9 in the preceding year. The percentage for 
exports to those countries rose from 62-7 to 67. 

A further aspect of this business also merits brief mention. 
Seven out of India’s ten principal sources of supply of imports 
during 1942-43 are British countries—the United Kingdom, 
Canada, Ceylon, Bahrein, Kenya, Australia and the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan. Also six of India’s ten most important markets 
were the United Kingdom, Australia, Ceylon, South Africa, Aden 
and Canada. 


Brazil 


COFFEE AND COTTON 


Reports appearing in the local press indicate that, due to 
severe frost in the State of Sao Paulo, the flowering of the coffee 
trees has suffered a serious set-back. Flowering reaches its maxi- 
mum development in the month of September in one of the 
three flowering seasons—preliminary estimates consider that 
the future coffee crop may suffer a reduction of about 35 per 
cent. In 1918, coffee production suffered a similar set-back, 
when frost was responsible for a reduction of about 50 per cent. 
in the crop. 

Coffee exports from Brazil to other countries of the American 
Continent during the first six months of 1943 represent 94 per 
cent. of the total, of which 89 per cent. was taken by the United 
States, compared with 87 per cent. for the like period of 1942. 
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Unofficial estimates show that shipments abroad of coffee 
from Brazil during the month of August 1943, at 1,222,126 bags 
compared with 1,402,395 bags in the preceding month and with 
1,090,979 bags in June. Total exports over the eight months, 
January-August 1943, are stated to have been 6,863,282 bags, 
thereby showing an increase of 30 per cent. over the figure 
(5,223,472 bags) for the like period of 1942, the principal ports 
of shipment this year having been Santos, with 4,704,250 bags 
and Rio de Janeiro with 1,767,849 bags. On the basis of the figures 
above quoted, total coffee shipments from Brazil for the first 
eleven months (October 1942 to August 1943) of the current 
quota year under the Pan-American agreement were 8,410,717 
bags against 7,824,560 bags in the corresponding period of the 
1941-42 quota year. 

As regards cotton it is reported that more than 320,000 tons 
of the Sao Paulo cotton crop have already been classified and 
that it is expected the crop will reach 350,000 tons. It is esti- 
mated that only 12 per cent. of the total crop is of lower grade 
cotton, which should make this crop one of the best so far pro- 
duced. Cotton-seed to be derived from the crop is likely to 
reach 700,000 tons, of which 300,000 tons will be transformed 
into cotton-seed cake, 70,000 tons into edible oil and 70,000 tons 
into linters of various types. 


DIRECTION OF TRADE 
JANUARY—JUNE 


Compared with the first six months of 1942, exports from 
Brazil to Europe declined in aggregate value from 22-4 per cent. 
to 12-9 per cent. of the total. Shipments to Great Britain fell 
from 14-8 to 7-7 per cent.; to Sweden from 3 to 2 per cent. ; 
and to Spain from 2-8 to 1:8 per cent. Importations from 
Europe also declined from 12-6 per cent. to about 8-7 per cent. ; 
purchases from Great Britain receding from 6-1 to 4:5 per cent. 
and from Switzerland from 1-9 to 1-5 per cent.; but imports 
from Portugal increased from 1-6 to 2-5 per cent. Export busi- 
ness with the African Continent showed an appreciable increase, 
from 1-8 to 12-1 per cent., the Union of South Africa participating 
to the extent of 10-4 per cent. Exports to American countries 
declined slightly to 74-7 per cent. of the total, although ship- 
ments to the United States rose by 1 per cent. to 54-6 per cent. 
In the South American sphere, a reduction of 2-4 per cent. to 
18-3 per cent. was shown, shipments to Argentina declining 
from 13 to 8-8 per cent. Imports from American countries 
increased by 5-1 to 89-3 per cent. of the total, notwithstanding a 
decrease of 1 per cent. in those from the United States ; imports 
of South American origin rose from 22-2 to 28-9 per cent., 
purchases in Argentina having advanced by 2 to 17:8 per cent. 
and in Venezuela from 0-5 to 4 per cent. 


Chile 
BUDGET ESTIMATES, 1944 


The National Budget estimates of Chile for 1944 have been 
submitted to Congress. Revenue is estimated at 3,469,609,000 
pesos (an increase on the final estimates for 1943 of about 284 
million pesos) while expenditure is calculated at 3,707,198,000 
pesos (or some 521 million pesos above 1943), thereby adum- 
brating a deficit of 237,589,000 pesos. 

The Finance Minister announced that, according to pre- 
liminary estimates, the deficit of the Caja Fiscal at the end of 
1943 may amount to 1,085,489,973 pesos calculated as follows : 
the accumulated deficit at 3lst December 1942 was 673,489,973 
pesos, from which is deducted income from the copper tax of 
323 million pesos, leaving a balance of 350,489,973 pesos, but to 
the latter is added the estimated Budget deficit in 1944 of 
600 million pesos as well as increased educational expenses of 
135 million pesos, thereby bringing the estimated deficit up to 
the figure mentioned of 1,085,489,973 pesos. 


Peru 


TRADE IN JUNE QUARTER 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received statistics 
which show that during the June quarter of the current year 
imports into and exports from Peru were valued at 104,404,000 
soles and 109,368,000 soles as compared with 79,815,600 soles 
and 119,182,000 soles respectively in the June quarter of 1942. 

The principal imports during the periods mentioned (value in 
thousand soles) were as follows: cotton and cotton goods, 
7,721 (4,361) ; woollen goods, hair and feathers, 3,697 (1,946) ; 
linen, jute, etc., 1,029 (12,320); silk, natural and artificial, 
2,491 (1,261); metals and jewels, 11,550 (6,322) ; coal, cement, 
ete., 1,859 (1,412) ; barks, colours, non-edible oils, 9,225 (6,324) ; 
marine equipment, tools and vehicles, 15,200 (12,886); arms, 
munitions and explosives, 1,424 (1,224); electrical apparatus, 
3,263 (2,487) ; foodstuffs and groceries, 18,119 (6,460) ; pharma- 
ceutical and chemical products, 12,336 (9.002) ; furs and skins, 
2,354 (846); furniture, 23 (217); timber, 3,064 (2,579); live 
animals, 369 (285); paper, cardboard, etc., 4,453 (4,334) ; 
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music, etc., 99 (248); sports goods and toys, 452 (330); and 
liquors, 664 (620). 

As regards exports in the June quarters of 1943 and 1942, the 
principal values were crude petroleum, 586 (825) ; copper bars, 
16,092 (17,625); petroleum derivatives, 28,612 (24,906) ; 
cotton, 9,497 (11,035) ; sugar, 15,727 (26,826) ; wools, various, 
5,081 (3,680) ; mineral concentrates, 6,721 (7,885) ; -minerals in 
bulk, 750 (2,326); lead bars, 5,287 (1,208); gold bars, 5,529 
(7,294) ; cotton derivatives, 60 (262); hides and skins, 472 
(771); bismuth, 2,179 (797); various refired special minerals, 
1,740 (1,250); flax, 5,063 (5,587); barbasco (rotenone), 605 
(605) ; alfalfa seed, 289 (279) ; rubber, 641 (188) ; manufactured 
silver, 652 (19); fish products, 392 (33); cement, 333 (8); 
paper, 462 (406) and coffee 166 (nil)

Union of South Africa 


RAND GOLD OUTPUT, JANUARY-JUNE 


The output of gold from the Rand mines during the first six 
months of 1943 totalled 6,431,345 fine ounces, 10 per cent. less 
than the corresponding production last year. The decline was 
due chiefly to a developing shortage of native labour. The 
reported reduction of profits this year is attributed partly also 
to the insufficiency of supplies required in the maintenance of 
mining operations. 


United States of America 


STABILISATION OF FOOD PRICES 


The broad features of the plan to reduce and stabilise food 
prices have recently been outlined by the Director of Economic 
Stabilisation, who is reported to have worked out the programme 
with the Office of Price Administration and the War Food 
Administration. The method appears to be primarily that of 
subsidies, although only limited use will be made of subsidies 
of the “rollback” type. The other commodities to be dealt 
with will be handled by means of transportation subsidies and 
the so-called support price programme, consisting of Govern- 
ment purchase and resale. The total cost of the plan is estimated 
at well within 100 million dollars, which will come from funds 
already available, thus obviating the need for Congressional 
approval. The plan is expected to bring the cost of living to 
within 2 per cent. of the September 1942 level. More efficient 
enforcement of ceiling prices will be relied upon to close a large 
part of the remaining gap. 

It was expected that partial effects of the food stabilisation 
would be felt by the middle of October, according to the Office 
of Price Administration. The initial steps will be followed by 
measures to control prices of winter fruits and vegetables, which, 
it is hoped, can be held at levels about 15 per cent. below those of 
last winter. 

One important item that is not covered by the plan is the 
price of milk. Some action will soon be necessary, according to 
officials, to control milk prices and at the same time encourage 
output. For this, additional funds will be required and it is 
hoped that Congress will approve the use of a subsidy or produc- 
tion bonus payments to producers.

The Factories Act, 1937, by H. Samuels, M.A. (third edition).

The second edition of this work was published at the beginning 
of the war. In the meantime industry has been brought largely 
under Government control. So far as the matters with which 
the Factories Act deals, the administration of the Act has been 
transferred from the Home Office to the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service ; in the national effort to increase production 
the emergency powers given by the Defence Regulations, and 
also to some extent sect. 150 of the Act, have been extensively 
used in increasing the working hours of women and young persons 
over sixteen, while orders of a protective nature have been issued 
under the procedure and power of the Defence Regulations. 

As regards Orders made under the Act itself, there are the 
important ones prescribing the standard of lighting in factories 
and a number of Orders regulating hours. The reported High 
Court decisions have been noted ; they are nearly all concerned 
with the question of liability for factory accidents.
